An Ordinance further to amend the Foreign Exchange Regulation

Whereas Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take im¬ 
mediate action; 


Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) 
of article 123 of the Constitution the President is pleased to promulgate 
the following Ordinance: —

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3. In section 19G of the principal Act, the following Explanation 
shall be inserted at the end, namely: — 

“Explanation .—In computing the period of one year during 
which a document (hereafter in this Explanation referred to as 
the said document) may be retained under this section, in any case 
where by reason of an injunction or order of any court (whether 
such injunction or order is in relation to the said document or is in 
relation to any other document reference to which would be neces¬ 
sary for examining or using the said document),— 

(a) the said document could not be examined fully for the 
purpose of determining whether it would be evidence of the 
contravention of any of the provisions of this Act or of any 
rule, direction or order made thereunder, or 

(b) the said document could not be used for commencing 
any proceedings under section 23, or 

(c) the proceedings under section 23 could not be com¬ 
menced, 

the time of the continuance of the injunction or order, the day on 
which it was issued or made and the day on which it was with¬ 
drawn, shall be excluded.”.
